The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over applicant's admitted prior art. 

Applicant's admitted prior art discussed on pages 1 -2 of the specification 
discloses substantially ail the claimed features including a pressed steel U-shape frame 
with two spaced arms, each arm including a cutout for receiving a die cast non-ferrous 
lockbar. It is also disclosed that "thicker material" are employed "in the vicinity of the 
relevant area". Since the "relevant area" is not disclosed as being the land portions, 
then it is deemed that the land portions of the cutouts are of reduced thickness as 
compared to the thicker relevant area. It is deemed inherent that in going from a thinner 
area to a thicker area, the thickness either tapers or steps away. Alternatively, to make 
the land portions of a reduced thickness would have been an obvious matter of design 
choice to a person having ordinary skill in the art based on factors such as ornamental 
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preference, design criteria (reduced thickness to obtain weight savings and to reduce 
friction applied to the rotating lockbar), space optimization (reduced thickness require 
less space), and costs (less material means less costs). 

Claims 10-15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
applicant's admitted prior art in view of Blackadder et al. (US 6267315). 

The admitted prior art has been advanced above and is incorporated by 
reference. It is deemed that the rod with locking pawl and locking teeth are inherent in 
that lockbar or alternatively, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill 
in the art to provide the lockbar as having a rod with locking pawl and locking teeth 
since such is old and well known as evidenced by the lockbar 9 of Blackadder at al. 

Claims 16-17 are allowed.
